The  Standard 
now  says:  "For  a  number  of  years,  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  our  Negro  population  haa  been  rorced 
to  live  under  pbyalcal  conditions  that  ought  to 
make  the  cltizena  of  Chicago  bluah  with  shame.*' 
And  It  adda:  "When  we  sp«ak  oPequallty  we,  of 
course,  do  not  think  of  social  equallly,  the  very 
thing  which  our  Negro  lender*  do  not  advocate. 
We  mean  equality  In  the  sense  that  the  law  must 
be  Impartial;  there  ran  be  no  favoritism.  There 
must  be  a  deeper  meaning  to  equality,  and  It  la 
that  every  man  should  have  a  chance  without 
being  Interfered  with  arbitrarily  to  secure  a  Job 
by  means  of  which  he  can  make  a  living  for  him¬ 
self  and  those  dependent  upon  him.  Surely  the 
churches  of  the  city  of  Chicago  have  a  unique 
opportunity  at  thla  time  to  preach  the  message 
of  Justice  and  good  will  towards  all,  black  and 
white."

fHE  DOCTRINE  OF  THE  DIVINITY 
[  OF  CHRIST 


divinity  of  .esus  Christ,  that  God  waa  In  ChrUt 
reconciling  the  world  to  himself.  Of  course  there 
have  been  subsidiary  lines  of  development. 
Arianlsm  has  never  followed  the  lines  of  the 
Nicene  Creed,  and  of  the  Council  of  Chalcedon. 
The  great  phases  of  the  Te  Deum  ring  true  to 
the  teaching  and  consciousness  of  historic  Chris¬ 
tianity. 

A  Perpetual  Witness. 

If  no  man  can  call  Jesus  I.ofd  except  by  the 
Holy  Ghost  the  Holy  Spirt  has  left  a  perpetual 
wltneas  of  his  presence  and  working  In  the  Chris- 
tion  confessions  of  all  ages.  And  there  Is  no 
truth  In  the  Christian  system  which  Is  so  man¬ 
ifestly  authenticated  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  principle  of  the  text,  as  the  truth 
of  the  incarnation. 

In  the  first  place,  let  us  notice  the  bearing 
of  the  incarnation  upon  our  estimate  of  the 
worth  of  man.  A  serious  difficulty  to  the  modern 
man  arises  from  the  vastness  of  the  universe.  It 
has  always  seemed  to  me  that  the  Copernican 
astronomy  presented  the  greatest  of  all  intellec¬ 
tual  difficulties  to  the  Christian  system.  Then 
the  earth  could  no  longer  be  regarded  as  the 
center  of  the  universe,  but  became  what  Pressel 
called  it.  "A  grain  of  sand  on  the  shore  of  the 
universe  of  God.  a  Bethlehem  among  the  prince¬ 
ly  cities  of  the  heavens." 

The  Heart  Speak*  to  the  Head. 

On  the  monument  of  Daniel  Webster  at  Marsh¬ 
field  there  is  this  inscription:  "Daniel  Webster, 
born  January  18,  1782.  Died  October<r24,  1852. 
'Lord.  I  believe:  help  thou  mine  unbelief.’  Phil¬ 
osophical  argument,  especially  that  drawn  from 
the  vastness  of  the  universe  in  comparison  with 
tbe  insignificance  of  this  globe,  has  sometimes 
shaken  my  reason  for  the  faith  that  Is  in  me, 
but  my  heart  has  always  assured  and  reassured 
me  that  the  Gospel  of  Christ  must  be  a  divine 
reality.” 

The  enormous  expansion  of  physical  sciene 
since  Webster’s  day  has  greatly  Increased  this 
dlfflrplty.  We  have  come  to  a  new  apprehension 
not  only  of  the  immensity  of  this  material  world, 
but  to  a  new  appreciation  Of  the  overwhelming 
force  and  regularity  of  the  great  natural  move¬ 
ments.  Man  seems  to  be  utterly  insignificant  in 
comparison  with  the  stage  on  which  he  is  set. 
Tennyson  overstates  the  relative  place  of  man 
when  he  speaks  of  him  as: 

An  Infant  crying  in  the  night 
An  Infant  crying  for  the  light. 

And  with  no  language  but  a  cry. 

Biblical  btimslr  of  Human  Worth. 

It  Is  the  Christian  doctrine  of  the  incarnation 
— that  the  Son  of  God  assumed  our  manhood  in 
Its  completeness  that  changes  the  whole  scale 
on  which  we  measure  the  magnitudes  of  the 
universe.  Most  of  our  reasonings  for  the  worth 
of  man  and  the  dignity  of  human  nature  have  no 
place  in  tbe  Bible.  We  commonly  argue  the 
worth  of  man  and  his  dignity  In  creation  from 
what  he  can  do.  He  can  build  roads  and  bridges, 
speak  speeches,  write  books,  paint  pictures,  or¬ 
ganise  armies,  control  States  and  wrest  from 
nature  her  secrets.  Or  wo  argue  the  great¬ 
ness  of  man  from  his  moral  achievements  in  his 
highest  moods,  from  his  loyalty  to  noble  causes, 
from  his  sacrifices  for  a  moral  Ideal.  All  such 
reasonings  have  their  place,  and  help  toward 
the  great  conviction  of  the  worth  of  man.  But 
these  are  not  tbe  reasonings  of  tbe  Bible.  The 
eighth  Psalm  is  quoted  more  frequently  in  the 
New  Testament  than  any  other  passage  from  the 
Hebrew  Scriptures.  It  Is  the  classic  hecognltton 
in  all  literature  of  human  worth.  It  reads: 
"When  I  consider  the  heavens,  the  moon  and 
the  stars  that  thou  hast  made,  what  la  man?” 

And  that  does  not  mean  how  little  Is  man, 
but  how  great.  ‘What  is  man  of  whom  thou  art 
mindful  and  the  Son  of  Man  whom  thou  vls- 
itest?”  The  Psalm  declares  that  man  Is  greater 
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than  the  Heavens,  greater  than  moon  or  stars, 
because  God  Is  mindful  of  him  and  visits  him  la 
ways  he  does  not  come  to  the  material  universe. 

That  this  is  the  true  meaning  of  these  words  is 
evident  in  the  next  verse.  “Thou  hast  made  him 
a  little  lower  than  God.  Thou  hast  crowned  him 
with  glory  and  honor.”  The  "visiting"  of  Qod 
with  men.  upon  which  this  Hebrew  writer  placed 
such  reliance,  was  the  giving  of  the  law  and  the 
revelations  of  the  prophets.  These  showed  the 
interest  of  God  In  men.  The  subordinate  in  a 
business  house  argues  that  his  employer  must 
believe  In  him  and  see  in  him  something  worth 
while  If  he  takes  special  pains  to  counsel  him. 
That  was  tbe  Hebrew  reason  for  believing  in  the 
worth  of  man,  and  it  was  sound  and  good,  but 
how  far  it  falls  short  of  the  Christian  reason' 
Now  God  not  only  “visits"  man,  but  in  the  in¬ 
carnation  unites  himself  with  the  human  state 
for  its  redemption  and  fellowship  with  himself. 

God's  Hrlae  of  Value*. 

This  the  overwhelming  reason  for  believing  in 
tbe  dignity  of  humanity  and  the  worth. of  the 
human  soul.  The  magnitudes  of  space,  and  the 
play  of  vast  material  forces  have  no  relation 
to  It:  have  nothing  to  do  with  it.  A  visitor  was 
taken  over  the  great  landed  estate  of  an  English 
lord.  It  was  a  surprise  to  an  American  that  one 
man  should  own  such  a  vast  extent  of  little 
England,  but  In  the  mansion  he  was  shown  a 
library  and  a  jewel  case,  and  he  waa  not  sur¬ 
prised  to  learn  that  there  were  single  parchments 
In  the  library  worth  many  fields,  and  he  looked 
on  a  single  Jewel  that  he  was  told  waa  worth  the 
whole  landed  estate.  During  the  afternoon  tea 
the  nurse  brought  Into  the  drawing  room  a  little 
boy  baby,  and  It  was  no  surprise  to  have  the 
father  and  mother  say  by  looks  and  acts  and 
words:  "Our  boy  is  more  precious  than  anything 
else  we  have.”  The  scale  by  which  God  measures 
and  values  the  universe  isn't  square  miles  or 
horsepowers.  It  Is  (he  human  soul,  so  precious 
that  Jesus  asks:  "What  shall  It  profit  a  man  if 
he  shall  gain  the  whole  cosmos  and  damage  his 
own  soul?" 


Solving  the  Problem  of  Kvll. 

In  the  second  place  let  us  notice  that  the 
doctrine  of  the  incarnation  does  much  to  relieve 
the  Immemorial  difficulty  of  the  problem  of 
evil.  .Mr.  Balfour  In  his  volume  Foundations  of 
Belief  has  pointed  out  that  "the  precise  difficul¬ 
ty  lies  in  the  supposition  that  an  all-powerful 
Deity  has  chosen  out  of  an  infinite  or  at  least 
an  unknown  number  of  possibilities  to  create 
a  world  In  which  pain  is  a  prominent  and  appar¬ 
ently  an  Ineradicable  element.  His  action,  on  this 
view,  is,  so  to  speak,  gratuitous.  He  might  have 
done  other  wise.  He  has  done  thus.  He  might 
have  created  sentient  beings  capable  of  nothing 
but  happiness:  he  has  in  fact  created  them  prone 
to  misery,  and  subject  by  their  very  constitution 
and  cicrcumstances  to  extreme  possibilities  of 
physical  pain  and  mental  affliction.  How  can 
One  of  whom  this  can  be  said  excite  our  love? 
How  can  he  claim  our  obedience?  How  can  he 
be  a  fitting  object  of  praise,  reverence  and  wor¬ 
ship?" 

Fatth'a  Victory  Over  Logic 

This  is  not  the  argument  or  conclusion  of 
academic  circles  alone.  It  is  the  argument  and 
conclusion  of  the  man  in  the  street;  of  the  sol¬ 
dier  in  the  trenches;  of  the  widow  In  her  deso¬ 
late  home.  It  has  never  found  such  Insistent  ex¬ 
pression  as  during  the  last  five  years.  The  great 
war  has  made  It  the  human  protest  against  either 
the  conception  of  an  omnipotent  or  a  benevolent 
God.  John  Stuart  Mill,  followed  by  William 
James  and  H.  G.  Wells,  came  to  deny  that  God 
is  all-powerful;  Bertrand  Russell  and  his  school 
that  he  is  good.  The  author  of  the  Book  of  Job 
took  neither  alternative.  He  pronounced  the 
problem  insolvable.  "Though  be  slay  me  yet  will 
I  trust  in  him"  Is  the  outcome  of  all  the  discus¬ 
sion.  It  is  the  victory  of  faith  over  logic. 

The  incarnation  throws  a  light  on  this  age¬ 
long  problem  that  does  not  come  from  any  other 
source.  It  does  not  explain  the  coexistence  of  om¬ 
nipotence  and  of  evil,  but  it  does  show  that  rela¬ 
tion  of  Ood  to  men  Is  not  that  of  a  remote  con- 
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organisers,  the  teams  with  their  captains  tor 
canvassing,  the  three  boosters.  Thus  put  up  your 
"Service  Roll,  send  a  copy  to  your  county 
organiser,  and  he  will  send  one  to  the  State  or 
ganlser  who  will  send  one  to  me.  Grace  St 
Chufcb,  Nashville,  with  Rev.  J.  W.  O'Hara, 
tor,  set  up  their  organisation  and  sent  In  their 
Service  Roll”  first.  They  are  a  three  team 
church.  The  nest  day  Pastor  Allen  Fort  of  the 
First  Church.  Nashville,  sent  In  their  "Service 
Roll,”  with  nine  teams  to  over  tbs  top  with  a 
great  share  of  the  76  million.  Immortals!  I  hall 
these  churches  as  the  first  to  set  up  shop  and 
get  on  the  big  )ob.

trlver.  It  shows  that  God  suffers  on  account  of 
men;  that  if  Buffering  rails  on  the  Innocent  It 
also  falls  on  the  Son  of  God.  "Shall  men  cry 
aloud  that  be  world  is  Ill-contrived  for  their  con¬ 
venience  when  the  Son  of  God  for  their  sakes 
suojected  himself  o  Its  conditions?” 

The  Triumph  of  Moral  Force* 

From  this  point  of  view  the  divine  Omnipo¬ 
tence  becomes  the  pledge  of  the  triumph  of 
moral  forces.  The  contrast  between  might  and 
right  Is  often  misconceived  and  misstated.  The 
antithesis  Is  not  between  physical  and  moral 
forces,  but  between  physical  forces  controlled 
by  evil  or  by  good. 

Physical  forces  controlled  by  evil  are  not  Ir¬ 
resistible.  but  physical  forces  controlled  by  the 
dictates  of  righteousness  are  Irresistible,  for 
they  are  In  accord  with  the  constitution  of  man 
and  with  the  moral  order  of  IC;a  world.  No 
braver  word  was  spoken  during  the  great  war 
than  the  address  of  Professor  Henri  Bergson  in 
the  dark  days  of  the  autumn  of  1914,  In  which 
he  declared  bis  triumphant  faith  In  the  victory 
of  Justice,  because  moral  ends  afford  a  general¬ 
ship  of  physical  forces  that  is  Irresistible. 

Infinite  Power  on  the  Hide  of  Right 

We  must  never  leave  out  of  account  our  Lord's 
claim  to  control  physical  forces.  His  miracles  are 
foreshadowings  of  It,  but  at  the  last  he  asserted 
It  plainly.  The  legions  of  angels  were  at  his 
command.  At  the  last  supper,  before  he  washed 
the  disciples'  feet,  he  was  conscious  that  the 
Father  had  given  all  things  Into  his  hand.  And 
we  can  only  understand  the  lowliness  of  that 
service  when  we  Interpret  it  in  the  light  of  that 
consciousness.  The  last  command  was  coupled 
with  the  claim  that  all  authority  was  given  to 
him  In  heaven  and  In  earth.  The  suffering  Sav¬ 
iour  Is  upon  the  throne.  Jesus  foresaw  his  final 
triumph.  In  his  parables  of  Judgment  and  in  the 
Revelation  we  have  the  total  subordination  of 
every  physlal  force  to  moral  and  spiritual  ends. 

These  significances  of  the  Incarnation  are  es¬ 
sential  features  of  the  Christian  message.  God 
cares.  He  suffers  with  us,  and  for  us,  and  all 
his  power  is  enlisted  on  behalf  of  the  endj  for 
which  he  suffers.  As  John  Calvin  saw  so  clearly, 
the  suffering  of  the  Son  of  God  made  certain 
the  triumph  of  righteousness  In  the  whole  uni¬ 
verse.  and  the  glory  of  heaven. 

The  Needed  Word  of  Revetatioa 

In  the  third  place,  a  crowning  slgnlflrane  of 
the  Incarnation  la  In  the  assurance  It  affords  of 
our  contract  with  reality.  How  often  we  are 
tempted  to  say  with  Prospero,  "We  are  such 
stuff  as  dreams  are  made  on!"  Speculations  and 
gusses  weary  us.  Behind  the  appearances  of 
things  .these  restless  human  souls  crave  the 
reality,  finality — the  ultimate  fact. 

You  remember  the  words  of  Simmlas  In  the 
argument  with  Socrates  about  the  immortality 
of  the  soul.  ”1  dare  say,  "  he  says,  "that  you, 
Socrates,  feel  as  I  do  how  very  hard  and  im¬ 
possible  Is  the  attainment  of  any  certalnity  about 
such  questions  as  these  In  the  present  life.  And 
yet  1  should  deem  him  a  coward  who  did  not 
prove  what  Is  said  about  them  to  the  uttermost, 
or  whose  heart  failed  him  before  he  had  examin¬ 
ed  them  on  every  side.  For  he  should  discover 
or  learn  the  truth  about  them,  or  If  this  is  Impos¬ 
sible,  1  would  have  him  take  the  best  and  surest 
of  human  notions,  and  let  this  be  the  raft  on 
which  be  sails  through  life — not  without  risk, 
as  I  admit,  if  he  cannot  find  some  word  of  God 
which  will  more  surely  and  safely  carry  him." 
(Phaedo,  86  C.  D.) 

"Some  word  of  God.”  How  that  phrase  from 
Plato's  pen,  four  centuries  before  Christ,  sounds 
upon  our  ears  like  sweet  bells  heard  from  afar! 
"Some  word  of  God,"  that  Is  what  has  come  to 
us,  not  simply  as  word  written  In  manuscripts, 
not  simply  as  a  spoken  message,  but  as  a  Per¬ 
sonality  appealing  to  heart 'and  thought  and  will, 
enlisting  our  personal  allegiance  and  assuring  us 
that  we  "shall  not  walk  In  darkness,  but  shall 
have  the  light  of  life”  (John  8:12). 

You  do  not  surely  underestimate  the  place  of 
"reasonings'  In  Interpreting  the  great  Christian 
convictions  and  In  defending  them. 


But  the  ultimate  certitude  does  not  lie  In 
this  realm.  It  lies  In  that  revelation  given  to  the 
human  soul  by  the  Father  of  Spirits.  It  comes  In 
regenerate  exerlence.  and  the  more  1  study  Chris¬ 
tian  history  the  more  1  am  amased  at  the  uni¬ 
versality  and  Identity  of  the  convictions  as  to 
our  Lord  and  his  Gospel  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
generates.  You  may  rely  upon  this  sovereign  aid 
In  your  ministry.  If  you  could  not  rely  upon  U, 
you  would  wisely  turn  to  some  other  calling. 

You  are  to  be  teachers  and  leaders  of  others. 
The  time  Is  short.  Your  work  will  soon  be  done. 
Oh.  be  true  to  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit.

1  thank  God  for  the  attitude  of  every  one  of 
these  great  leaders  in  the  State  and  General 
Secretaryships.  The  State  organisations  are  mak¬ 
ing  rapid  progress  toward  setting  up  tbelr  as- 
sociational  or  district  organisations.  Not  a)l 
have  completed  their  apportionments  yet.  Neces¬ 
sary  delays  are  caused  In  securing  1860  trained 
volunteer  workers  In  so  short  a  time  for  so  great 
a  task. 

Greatly  Important. 

I  cannot  say  to  the  State  Secretaries.  Organ¬ 
isers  and  Publicity  Directors  how  tremendously 
Important  It  Is  that  they  finish  their  county 
organisations.  As  quickly  as  possible  secure 
your  workers  in  the  counties.  Send  their  names 
their  address  and  their  titles,  whether  preach¬ 
er,  layman,  Miss  or  Mrs.  to  state  headquarters. 
Get  the  best  workers  possible  and  secure  their 
consent  to  service,  show  them  their  duty  and  put 
them  on  the  Job. 

A  Worthy  Example. 

Secretary  Cree  of  Georgia  tells  of  one  asso¬ 
ciations!  organiser  who  got  busy  by  telephone, 
telegraph,  train  and  auto  and  organized  his  as¬ 
sociation  In  a  remarkably  short  time,  and  was 
ready  to  go  straight  to  the  churches  with  the 
organisation.  Secretary  Bruner  of  New  Mexico 
has  shown  great  ability  in  rapidly  setting  up  his 
scattered  field. 

Our  motto  Is.  "Every  county  organized  with 
church  directors,  organizers,  W.  M.  U.  organisers 
appointed  by  September  1st."  Not  one  left  unor¬ 
ganized  with  the  names  of  all  In  my  office  by 
then.  Push  it.  Play  not,  Delay  not,  be  Persistent, 
Insistent.  Victory  hinges  on  the  effectiveness  of 
the  county  organizations.  Don't  wait.  Dangers 
and  perils  to  Victory  lurk  in  delay. 

Another  Matter. 

If  you  have  had  a  meeting  of  your  coun¬ 
ty  workers,  Instructed  and  drilled  them  In 
the  details  of  organizations,  appointed  your 
church  organizers,  directors  and  W.  M.  U.  or- 
ga'nlexrs,  given  out  the  church  appointments, 
begin  at  once  the  big  business  of  Informing  the 
people.  This  can  be  done  by  literature,  papers, 
tracts,  etc.,  preaching  and  speaking  campaign. 
After  the  county  '  organization  has  been 
set  up,  the  church  representltlves  have  met  and 
started  the  big  Baptist  Ball  to  rolling,  then — 
The  One  Things  Needful 
Is  to  push  the  church  organization  out  to  the 
churchss — every  church,  little,  big,  near  and  re¬ 
mote,  country  village,  town  and  city.  Appoint 
the  church  directors.  W.  M.  U.  organisers.

Not  unless  you  are  compelled  to  do  so  by  cir¬ 
cumstances  over  which  you  have  no  control.  A 
young  preacher  may  be  so  deeply  In  debt  that  he 
must  turn  aside  from  his  studels  to  meet  his 
financial  obligations.  He  may  be  called  upon 
to  assume  the  care  of  an  Invalid  or  destitute 
father  or  mother.  It  may  be  his  duty  to  wait 
and  assist  younger  brothers  and  sisters  in  their  > 
efforts  to  obtain  an  education.  The  young  mar-  4 
rled  preacher  Is  sometimes  hindered  by  III  health 
in  his  own  little  family.  There  are  thus  sons 
young  preachers  prepared  to  profit  by  study  in 
a  theological  seminary  who  must  delay  entrance 
upon  their  seminary  course. 

No  college  graduate  is  ever  too  young  to  enter 
the  seminary.  The  writer  of  this  article  will  ever 
be  grateful  that  he  entered  the  southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  before  he  had  attain¬ 
ed  his  nineteenth  birthday.  During  the  golden 
educational  period  he  sat  at  the  feet  of  Boyce 
and  Bradus  and  Manly  and  Whltsltt.  thus  giving 
to  those  great  teachers  the  opportunity  of  mak¬ 
ing  their  Impress  upon  his  mind  and  heart.  It 
Is  better  for  the  youngest  college  graduate  to 
some  to  the  seminary  without  waiting  to  try  bis 
hand  in  a  pastorate.  There  are  man  yoppor- 
tunltlea  for  preaching  and  for  personal  religious 
work  In  connection  with  a  seminary  course.  A 
preacher  Is  more  likely  to  acquire  good  habits 
In  his  first  pastorate  by  first  taking  a  full 
course  in  the  seminary. 

No  college  graduate  under  the  forty-five  Is  too 
old  to  enter  the  seminary.  It  is  high  time  for  the 
older  men  to  be  busy  with  their  theological 
studies.  It  will  soon  be  too  late  for  tbe  finest 
faculty  on  earth  to  make  any  considerable  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  education  of  a  man  who  Is 
climbing  toward  fifty. 

It  Is  a  safe  rule  for  young  preachers  to  enter 
the  semnary  at  the  first  possible  moment  after 
the  completion  of  their  preparatory  studies. 
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Success  or  prosperity  are  perhaps  the  hardest 
tests  a  man  ever  has  to  undergo.  We  commonly 
think  of  trials  as  hardships,  difficulties  or  poverty 
But  success  In  any  line  Is  just  as  truly  a  trial  and 
more  people  fall  under  It  proportionately  than 
under  adversity.  Success  comes  In  at  the  front 
door,  and  often  at  the  same  time  pride  Is  coming 
In  at  all  the  windows 

So  often  with  pain  have  we  feen  brethren  be¬ 
loved  In  ministry  who  were  being  seriously  injur¬ 
ed  by  success.  The  very  blessing  of  Qod  was  being 
turned  into  a  curse.  Their  heart  was  lifted  up  till 
they  were  unconsciously  hardened,  and  put  out  of 
compassionate  touch  with  sinful  men  and  hungry 
souls.  The  very  best  men  In  the  world  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  this  temptation  and  many  have  been  vic¬ 
tims  of  It  The  stream  of  time  has  many  wrecks 
on  its  banks  made  In  this  way.  Successful  evan¬ 
gelists  have  lost  their  passion.  Great  and  good 
pastors  have  hardened  Into  mere  machines  and 
then  having  lost  the  common  touch,  by  the  very 
success  they  have  had,  have  lost  touch  with  God. 

This  last  word  expresses  the  cause  they  have  lost 
touch  with  God.  because  they  have  lost  the  sense 
of  dependence  on  Him.  Like  Nebuchadnezxar  we 
say  "Is  not  this  great  Babylon  which  I  have 
built  f"  And  like  Herod  who  gave  not  God  the 
glory,  they  are  smitten  of  God.  » 

But  this  Is  not  mere  preacher’s  disease.  The 
clergy  has  no  monopoly  of  this  ailment  Any 
man  who  has  the  blessing  of  prosperity,  any  wo¬ 
man.  may  turn  it  Into  a  spiritual  calamity  and 
certain  death.  We  are  now  in  times  of  unusual 
prosperity  and  so  of  unusual  anger.  If  we  glorify 
Him  not  as  God,  neither  give  thanks,  we  may 
easily  become  vain  In  .our  reasoning  aad  our  fool¬ 
ish  heart  be  darkened.  Farmers  never  got  so 
much  for  what  they  make;  merchanU  never  had 
such  profits.  Shall  we  forget  God  and  sever 
ourselves  from  him?  To  forget  God  Is  to  perish. 
The  wicked  shall  bo  turned  Into  sheol  with  all  na 
lions  that  forget  God. 

Any  man  who  assumes  ownership  of  what  God 
has  entrusted  him  courts  spiritual  poverty.  Any 
man  who  assumes  airs  in  prosperity  has  begun  to 
perish  In  his  soul.  Cowper,  whose  mind  perished 
before  his  body,  was  one  day  passing  a  tree  whose 
top  was  dead.  He  pointed  to  It  sadly  and  said. 
“That  tree,  like  me,  Is  dying  at  the  top.”  Any 
man  who  has  the  sense  of  self  sufficiency  and 
self-satisfaction  1s  dying  In  the  hidden  man  of  the 
heart,  in  the  citadel  of  his  soul.

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BLESSED  IN  THE  DOING. 


Happy  In  the  doing!  That  Is  what  James  says. 
That  Is  what  makes  people  happy.  That  Is  the 
philosophy  of  happiness.  They  are  happy  In  do¬ 
ing. 

That  Is  contrary  to  most  peoples  philosophy; 
but  It  Is  the  true  way  to  be  happy:  you  must  be 
doing  something.  The  doing  Is  the  condition  of 
happiness.  Activity  Is  blessedness.  The  ambi¬ 
tion  of  some  Is  to  get  where  they  wont  have  to 
work.  The  end  of  that  road  Is  wretchednems,  for 
when  body  and  mind  are  both  Idle  the  person  is 
unhappy,  discontented,  grouchy. 

Why  do  people  enjoy  a  sermon?  Because  their 
mental  faculties.  Intellect,  emotion  and  will  are 
brought  Into  activity.  A  sermon  which  falls  to 
engage  the  bearer,  to  awaken  his  mind,  to  start 
him  to  thinking  and  feeling  and  willing,  will  give 
him  neither  pleasure  nor  profiL  In  the  same 
way  anything  that  quickens  the  mental  pulse  gives 
pleasure.  Play  Is  having  a  good  time  because 
the  body  or  mind  or  both  are  kept  on  the  alert 
Wit  and  humor  produces  a  quick  and  unexpected 
action  of  the  mind,  just  as  a  gymnastic  or  acrobatic 
exercise  does  and  so  gives  pleasure. 

A  sermon  Is  dull  if  it  does  not  bring  the  mind 
Into  action.  Every  effort  of  the  speaker  should 
be  to  get  an  active  response  from  the  hearer.  His 
profit  will  be  somewhat  In  proportion  to  the 
pleasure  which  he  derivea,  and  this  will  always 
be  the  result  of  his  own  mental  action.  But  the 
sermon  must  not  slop  in  the  region  of  the  under¬ 
standing.  This  Is  but  shallow  activity.  We  are 
not  to  be  hearer*  only,  but  doer*  of  the  word.  It

W*  think  of  this  expreslon  In  connection  with 
Nebuchadnexsar  or  Belshazxar  hi*  son.  The  first 
had  come  to  great  dominion  and  prosperity  In 
Babylon,  till  he  stood  and  said,  “Is  not  this  great 
Babylon  which  I  have  built,  for  the  house  of  the 
Kingdom,  by  the  might  of  my  power,  and  for  the 
honor  of  my  Majesty.”  While  the  word  was  In 
his  mouth  a  voice  said  “The  Kingdom  is  deported 
from  thee.”  He  was  driven  out  to  live  the  life  of 
a  beast  In  the  flelda  This  all  happened  after  hit 
warning  Dream  and  Daniel  had  exhorted  him 
to  repent 

In  spite  of  this  example,  his  son  Belshazzar  did 
not  learn  the  lesson  of  humility,  but  read  his  own 
doom  and  that  of  his  Kingdom  In  the  handwriting 
on  the  wall:  “Thou  are  weighed  in  the  balances 
and  found  wanting.  Thy  kingdom  Is  divided  and 
given  to  the  Medes  and  Persians.”  Men  are  slow 
to  learn  and  their  hearts,  “And  jhou  his  son,  0 
Belshazzar  hast  not  humbled  thine  heart,  though 
thou  knewest  all  this;  but  hast  lifted  up  thyseir 
against  ths  Lord  of  heaven.  And  the  God  In  whoee 
hand  thy  breath  Is,  and  whose  are  all  thy  way*, 
bast  thou  not  glorified.”

Hap¬ 
py  are  ye  if  ye  do  them  The  greater  the  task 
the  greater  the  Joy.  The  winning  of  a  soul  need 
always  Increase  the  joy  of  the  one  who  does  the 
service.  There  is  no  joy  In  having  something 
done  for  you  like  the  joy  of  doing  something  for 
another.  -  It  is  more  blessed  to  give,  there  is 
more  happiness  in  giving  than  to  receive. 

There  is  great  happiness  In  being  used  of  God 
to  save  another  and  the  happiness  is  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  we  share  in  the  labor.  Among  the  most 
joyful  services  in  a  ch  'rch  are  those  in  which  the 
peoples  have  bad  a  great  part  in  the  Lord's  work 
by  sacrificial  giving.  Here  all  the  powers  of  will, 
of  intelligence  and  of  loving  emotion  are  brought 
into  activity  and  the  people  are  happy  In  the  do¬ 
ing.

As  I  have  been  president  of  Clarke  College 
for  more  than  a  year  and  have  not  during  that 
time  asked  for  any  space  In  the  Record,  I  may 
be  pardoned  for  saying  a  few  things. 

We  began  work  last  session  under  most  dis¬ 
couraging  circumstances,  yet  we  enrolled  more 
than  one  hundred  students.  This  was  a  splendid 
enrollment  considering  the  fact  that  only  eight 
of  the  former  boarding  students  came  back.  We 
really  had  to  make  a  new  school. 

No  school  ever  had  a  more  loyal  set  of  stu¬ 
dents.  They  are  every  one  working  for  the  school, 
and  the  prospects  now  are  that  we  will  have 
all  the  students  we  ran  accommodate  next  ses¬ 
sion  which  begins  September  23.  Already  we 
have  quite  a  large  number  of  deposits  for  rooms. 

One  of  the  best  things  we  have  done  was  to 
let  the  people  know  that  the  Baptists  have  such 
a  school  as  Clarke  College. 

We  are  now  repainting  and  repairing  the 
buildings,  and  already  it  is  assuming  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  new  place.

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EER  WORKERS  IN  BAPTIST 
MILLION  CAMPAIGN 


Today  la  my  birthday.  Memory  carries  me 
back  more  than  forty  years  to  when  as  a  little 
,  hild  I  played  on  the  University  campus  at  Ox 
ford.  Among  my  first  recollections  Is  a  trip  to 
the  courthouse  with  my  father  who  paid  his  taxes 
to  a  negro  sheriff.  Just  a  little  later  I  ran  down 
to  the  front  gate  one  morning  to  watch  a  thous¬ 
and  negroes  ride  by,  two  and  two.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  white  men,  my  father  among  them, 
stood  on  the  sidewalk  and  almost  every  one 
leaned  on  a  long  rifle  or  carried  a  double-bar 
reled  shotgun.  The  negroes  were  celebrating  the 
theft  of  the  presidency,  consummated  by  the  In¬ 
auguration  of  Mr.  Hayes.  The  procession  rode 
by  amid  a  dead  silence  I  knew  later  that  a 
single  word  might  have  cost  a  hundred  lives. 

At  that  time  there  were  practically  no  public 
schools  and  those  few  were  In  evil  repute.  The 
A.  &  M.  College  was  an  Iridescent  dream;  the 
1  I  *  C.  had  not  been  thought  of;  Mlllsaps 
College  was  years  In  the  future;  Blue  Mountain 
College  was  an  Infant;  Mississippi  College  was 
weak  but  struggling,  but  Hillman  College,  known 
as  the  Institute”  was  in  Its  glorjl 

The  Baptist  church  at  Oxfflfrd  then  was  a 
little  frame  building  behind  the  main  livery 
stable.  J.  B.  Oambrell  was  the  pastor.  How  well 
I  remember  when  but  five  years  of  age  sitting 
of  a  Sunday  morning  on  the  front  bench  be¬ 
tween  Eric  and  Percy  Oambrell.  while  Roderick, 
who  was  afterward's  to  die  a  martyr's  death, 
shook  his  fist  at  us  whenever  we  dared  to  nod. 
My  father  was  perhaps  the  first  president  of  the 
State  Mission  Board  Just  organised  at  Oxford. 
My  mother  was,  1  think,  the  president  of  the 
first  W.  M.  II.  Bro.  Walne  rode  from  church  to 
church  as  the  State  Mission  Secretary.  Col. 
Lewis  Ball  and  Oen.  Lowry  were  missionaries 
and  evangelists.  The  Baptist  Record  dragged 
out  a  precarious  existence.  There  was  no  Sun¬ 
day  School  work,  no  orphanage,  no  hospitalr 
Indeed  1  doubt  the  existence  of  any  hospital  In 
Mississippi  at  that  time.  The  Baptists  were  weak 
along  the  railroads  but  camparatively  strong  In 
the  rural  districts.  An  Episcopal  Bishop  of  Miss¬ 
issippi.  distinguished  for  his  eloquence,  his  con¬ 
tempt  for  Baptists  and  his  love  for  some  other 
things  once  said  that  the  farther  you  go  from 
civilization  the  more  Baptists  an^,  the  fewer 
bath-tubs  you  find 

1  hear  people  talk  about  "the)  long  years.” 
They  have  all  been  short  to  me.  But  yesterday 
my  father  took  his  little  family  and  refuged 
from  the  great  Yellow  Fever  epidemic  of  '78; 
but  yesterday  I  stood  by  the  open  grave  of 
Prof.  A.  J.  Qulnche,  the  almost  forgotten  victim 
of  unholy  politics;  but  yesterday  I  hear  the 
voice  of  H.  F.  Sproles  as  he  pleads  for  money  to 
build  a  great  church  In  Jackson;  but  yesterday 
Baptists  were  feeble  folk;  today,  nummerous 
strong  and  powerful  they  look  forward  with 
confidence  to  the  execution  of  the  greatest  en¬ 
terprise  ever  undertaken  by  a  denomination. 

Baptists  of  Mississippi,  1  am  writing  you  this 
letter  upon  my  birthday  because  I  love  you. 
Through  these  many  years  you  have  condoned 
my  faults,  borne  with  my  weaknesses  and  over¬ 
looked  my  failures.  I  have  had  your  trust  and 
your  confidence-  and  you  have  honored  me  far 
beyond  my  deserts.  If  It  shall  please  Qod.  I 
want  to  work,  during  whatever  span  of  years 
he  may  allot  me.  amongst  you.  And  then,  when 
In  his  own  good  lime  my  earthly  work  shall  be 
ended.  I  want  to  sleep  under  Mississippi  soil 
close  to  you  whose  love  and  loyalty  have  made 
life  sweeter  and  heaven  nearer.

"1  waa  fifteen  years  old  when  I  was 
converted.  I  at  once  decided  to  be¬ 
come  a  preacher.  1  began  preaching 
Immediately,  for  there  are  so  many 
unsaved  Mexicans  In  Texaa  and  so  few 
preachers  for  them.  I  studied  under 
the  direction  of  my  pastor,  and  later 
went  to  Torreon,  Mexico,  where  I 
studied  in  the  Foreign  Board’s  Mis¬ 
sion  Theological  School.

Missions. 

The  wenkest  point  In  our  mission 
work  among  the  600,004  Texas-Mexi- 
rans  haa  been  In  the  scant  educational 
provision  we  l^ve  made  to  give  bal¬ 
last  and  permanency  to  our  successful 
evangelistic  effort  Steps  are  now 
being  taken  to  correct  this  lack.  The 
situation  at  Laredo  strikingly  Illus¬ 
trates  the  need  of  action. 

Keeping  In  mind  the  22,000  Mexi¬ 
cans  we  are  seeking  to  serve  at  Lare¬ 
do.  and  the  eq'ually  large  number  to 
be  reached  at  this  point  who  live 
across  the  river  in  old  Mexico,  remem¬ 
bering  also  the  creditable  work  our 
Methodist  brethren  are  doing  In  their 
Laredo  school  for  Mexicans,  my  Bap¬ 
tist  readers  will  be  edified  though  not 
elated  at  the  picture  of  what  we  are 
doing  to  educate  the  Mexicans. 

In  n  small  single-room  building,  far 
out  In  the  suburbs  Seuorlta  Aulalln 
T.  (larva,  a  faithful  member  of  our 
mission  church,  has  for  five  years 
been  teaching  a  mission  school.  Her 
salary  consists  of  seventeen  dollars  a 
month,  ten  of  which  la  paid  by  the 
Texas  State  Board,  while  the  balance 
comes  from  tuition  fees.  The  story 
of  Miss  Oarxa’s  work  Is  creditable  to 
her  devoUon  and  loyalty,  but  not  to 
our  Baptist  vision  construing  the  ed- 
ueaUonal  needs.

THE  MEETING 

The  revival  services  continued  for 
a  week  after  the  Btble  School.
